“Saniple" had a license to sell whis- 
key at Point Pleasant but not at Cofi- 
man. 

These little towns are both on 
(Ireen river, in the piohlhition coun- 
ty ol Ohio, and it seems (juite singu- 
lar that any one should have authori- 
ty to le(?ally sell licjuor in one with- 
out havlnjj the same authority to sell 
in the other. Neither has any form 
ol ontanizeil city government and can 
not suspend the State prohibition laws. 
At all events there is no lejj.il author- 
ity I >r sellirn liquor at Point Pleas- 
ant and none ol the records ol the 
county show such. The article lur- 
ther says: 

Alex Sample, of Cotinian. Ohio 
county, is under recoRnizmce to ap- 
pear .at the May terra ol Federal Court 
in Owensboro to answer the charge of 
sellinif whisky without payintj the 
special (lOvernraent tax. And it all 
came about because Henry Whittaker 
and Tilton I.ittlefield paid for some ol 
the whisky with what Sample 
thought was a counterfeit bill. Sam- 
ple went to Duputy Sherifl Hubert 
Coffman and had him arrest Whitta- 
ker ard Littlefield. Saturday they 
were taken to Owensbrro, havinj; 
been Ruanied at Livermore throuRh 
the precedlnR nlRht. 

No warrant had b;en procured, and 
while the marshal waa preparing to 
take out one, Deputy Sherifi Coftman 
showed the bill which the hoys had 
p.'issed, to Coiumlssioner Lindsey, 
lividently the lK)ys did not make it. 
although the first news of the arrest 
from Livermore indicated that they 
did. The b 11 was yellow with age. 
although it did not have the apprar- 
ance of having circulated very freely 
during its existence Upon closer 
examination it proved to be a ten dol- 
lar bill, issued in 1863. by the Con- 
federate States of America. And Mr. 
Lind.sey thought that the boys had 
committed no offense for which an 
, action would lie in a United States 
court. Mr. Sample had ju.st been 
fooled. He may probably secure the 
beys’ conviction in the State courts 
for obtaining property under false 
pretenses. W^hlttaker and Littlebeld 
were set at liberty. 

Sample’s troubles did not end with 
his failure to have his men held over 
to the grand jury. Immediately after 
they were dismissed they proceeded to 
swear out a warrant against Sample 
for selling whisky without the special 
Government tax.

How he Saved General Basil 
Duke’s Life. 

Incident of ' the Civil War in 
Which the Latter Came Near 
Being Captured by Fed- 
erals. 

Gen. Basil Dtake, who recently re- 
turned from Washington, where he 
received the appointment as commis- 
sioner of the Shiloh Battlefield Park, 
yesterday told an Interesting story of 
his adventnrous career, which has 
never before appeared In print. It 
was recalled by Justice John M. Har- 
lan, 01 the United States Supreme 
Court, who figures In the story. 
The Incident took place In the fall of 
1861. Former Speaker David B. 
Henderson also figured In the Incident 
and It was never told during the years 
closely following the war, on account 
of the part which Justice Harlan play- 
ed. 

Gen Duke was In Bowling Green, 
and his wife was In Lexington. He 
resolved to rnn the gauntlet of Union 
troops then In Kentucky and make 
his way to Lexington. He set out lu 
citizen’s clothing with a friend, and 
had reached the railroad tunnel south 
of Elizabethtown, when he saw a 
hand-car approaching, loaded with 
Union soldiers. His friend wished to 
stop the car, and, although Gen. 
Duke protested, the other soldier 
shouted as the hand-car passed: 

"Hello, can’t you give us a 
lift?" 

Gen. Duke, who had been wearing 
his hat close over his eyes. Involun- 
tarily looked up and recognized on 
the car John M. Harlan, who was 
fighting with the Union troops, 
George Monroe and George Jouett, 
all of whom were from the Bluegrass 
and were close acqu.alntance and 
friends of Gen. Duke. The three 
friend of Gen. Duke, were at that 
time or subsequently become officers 
In the Federal army. They also rec- 
ognized him, and some one shout- 
ed: 

“There Basil Duke. Stop the car. 
What’s he doing here?" 

Gen Duke noticed that the car did 
not slow down appreciable, and In a 
moment it disappeared In the tunnel. 
He made a wide skirt of Elizabeth- 
town, visited his wife, and subse- 
quently returned to the army. He 
carried with him through the war the 
mystery of why the hand-car did not 
stop and efiect his arrest. He knew 
that 11 It had done so, he would have 
probably been banged or at least Im- 
prisoned throughout the war. 

After the war he learned through 
Mr. Henderson that Justice Harlan 
bad pressed bis loot against the brake 
lever on the hand-car and in that 
way frustrated the efforts of the Un- 
ion soldiers who were with him and 
desired to capture Gen. Duke. Mr. 
Harlan tells the story himself with 
enthusiasm, and In explaining bis 
action says: 

"1 had known Gen. Duke for years 
and it was my firm belief that he was 
simply on the way to see bis wife at 
Lexington. It was not my intention 
to see him captured, and I according- 
ly kept the comrades of mine from 
stopping the car. Subsequent events 
proved that it was right, as Gen. 
Duke was not there in the capacity of 
a spy."

If that were one of your chaps 
that I had spoken to about meeting 
me there, and It was ralny,^orifI 
didn’t feel like keeping the engage- 
ment at|;the last minute I could stay 
away, hoping that you wouldn’t wait 
long for me at any rate. And maybe 
the next day when I met you and 
started to apologize for not keeping 
the aypointment you’d likely slap 
your thigh with a start and tell me 
you had forgotten all about the mat- 
ter yourself.

SIGNS A PROCLAMATION 

Putting Into Effect the Canal | 
Treaty 

President Roosevelt Issues Proc- 
lamation. 

— 

Washington, Feb. 26. — The procla- 
mation, signed by the President to- 
day, pntting into efiect the Panama 
Canal treaty. Is as follows; 

"By the Prtsident of the United 

States ot America — A proclamation: 

"Whereas, A convention between 
the Unitod States of America and the 
Republic of Panama to insure the 
construction of a ship canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama, to connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, was con- 
cluded and signed by their respective 
plenipotentiaries at Washington on 
the eighteenth of November, one 
thousand nine hundred and three, the 
original ot which convention, being 
in the English language. 

"And whereas, The said conven- 
has been duly ratified on both parts 
and the ratifications of the two Gov- 
ernments were exchanged in the city 
ot Washington, on the twenty-sixth 
day ol Febtuary, one thousand nine 
hundred and four: 

"Now, therefore, be It known; 

' That I, Theodore Roosevelt, Presi- 
I dent of the United States of America, 
have caused the s.ld convention to be 
male public to the end that the same 
and every article and clause thereol 
may be obaeived and fulfilled with 
good faith by the United States and 
the citizens thereof. 

"In testimony whereof, I have 
I hereunto set my band and caused the 
seal nl the United States of America 
to be affixed. 

"(Seal ) 

"Done at the City of Washington, 
this twenty-sixth day of February, in 
the year of our Lord, one tbousrnd 
nine hundred and four, and of the In- 
I dependence ot the United States the 
I one hundred and twenty eighth.

In New Orleans the other day the 
Supxrintendent of Public Schools 
delivered an address to one or more 
of the scho( Is, and In It he praised 
Abraham Lincoln, and held him and 
his career up aa a model. For tiys 
he ha.s been attacked with larocous 
bltterne^.s. The lady President of 
of the daughters of the Confederacy, 
the leading dnilits and pcihapsothers 
have denounced him and his utter- 
ances and he Is especially criticised 
be cause he went out side ol the South 
to find a model instead ol holding up 
Jefleeson Davis, Robert H. Lee or 
some other Southerner, and especla'ly 
some Confederate hero. We have 
nothing to aiiggrst as to the good 
taste or w’sdom or justice of the 
praise of Abraham Lincoln, we have 
neither aptdogy, defenae, crlticlam, 
approval nor dieappioval to make 
of anything said by Mr. Wilson. 
This would be Irrelevant to the point 
we dealre to eniphaatze. The right 
ol Mr Wllaon to hold and in decorous 
language express any judgment he 
he ples.sed concerning Mr. Lincoln or 
any one *l.s» should be unrjueatloned; 
and when challenged it becomes the 
cause of every free man and free wo- 
men in the South. To hold other- 
wise la destructive of true liberty. 
And this spirit of virulence, of vio- 
lence, ol intolerance; this denouncia- 
tlon of those w ho dare to hold and ex- 
press their own views without asking 
permission must lx exorcised. 

It was liitoerable when slavery ex- 
isted — yet tlure wss an apparent de 
fanae — a plausible excuse for this in 
toleraterl and intimidating spirit. It 
was urged that the danger oi negro 
revolt — the horrors of slave insur- 
rection — made It a crime of the most 
heions character (or any one to pub- 
licly utter dcclaine or opinions that 
attacked tbe lawfulnes or rightenous 
^ of that inatltutuinn. But since the 
ab<»lltion of slavery there is neither 
I justification nor excuse for t'uia spirit 
of intimidation. 

We had it In Kentucky during the 
campaign ol 1H96; it was rampant 
during the campaign of 1S99; and 
while less dangerous it war annoying 
in 1900. It is too prevalent in the 
Southern States. Men are ostracia 
ed f>-r opinions and attacted fir 
the utterence of their oplniAns. 
Abraham Lincoln waa ol Southern 
Mood as much ns Mr. Davis or 
(len. I.xe: became Irom Virgii 1 1 
stock, and was born in Ken- 
tucky, It i.s true he .sprang from 
humble people and was born in pov 
erty and reared In straitened and hard 
circumstances. He whs a product of 
the border South; he belongs to the 
I category ol eminent son.s ol the bor 
der South. He won high position 
and international lame; he is held in 
the highest c.steem by millions oi the 
civilized people of the world. Hi.s 
liie was full of romance, of toil, of 
sacrifice, of succes.ss, and he has left 
utterances that posterity will not 
let dir.

He 
finds it impossible to speak well of 
any one who wore the blue; he is in- 
tent on the preparation of partial his- 
tories, he appears in full uniform >-t 
a'l reunions, and is a.-* noisy now a.s 
he was silent — as fierce trow as he 
was docile — when war was actually in 
progress and he had a chance to sac 
rlfice himself on the altar of his coun- 
try.

HANNA’S LAST LETTER. 

Was a Brief But Pathetic one to 
President Roosevelt. 

Serator Hanna’s last written words 
were In the form of jathetic letter 
to President Roosevelt, in which he 
acknowledged, in a way quite char- 
acteristic, the President’s thought- 
fulness in calling at his hotel to in- 
quire about the SeuaUr’s condit- 
ion. 

The letter was '.eriten by the Sen- 
ator on the afternoon of Friday, Feb- 
ruary 5, and was the hst bu.siner.s 
of any kind transacted by him. 
After Senator Hanna’s death Pres- 
ident Roosevelt sent the letter to Mrs. ; 
Hanna, in order that copies of it might | 
be made the family for preser- ; 
vation. The orignrl will be returrei| 
to President Roosevelt, who will 
treasure it carelully in memory of 
his dead friend. 

While the Senator was quite ill but 
before a serions turn set in he was 
infomed that the President had call- 
ed to inquire about his condition he 
said; 

“Wasn’t that nice of him?” whl.s- 
pered. Senator Hanna. “Wasn’t 
that good’” 

Later the Ser.ate again expressed 
his deep appreciation of the Presl- 
ftsnt’B ronrte.sy, and a little while af- 
lerward called for pencil and paper | 
and wrote the following: 

“My Dear Mr. .President— You I 

touched the tender spot, old mar, ^ 
when yon call personally to inquire 
after me this a, iu. I may be worse 1 
bafore I can be better, but all the j 
same such ‘drops’ of kindne.«s are' 
good for a fellow.

POOR CHANCE 

For Republicans to do anything: 
in President Legislature. 

Hon. G. T. H.iwkin#, of Pike coun- 
ty, a Republican and one of the 
brightest members of the Legislature 
In a recent interview gave the follow- 
ing as his experience and observation 
in law-making in a Democratic Leg- 
islature. 

Being asked if he had any new bills 
to introduce he said: 

“Yes, but I will not inroduce them 
myself.
